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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 18-28, 30, drawn to a first product - an isolated complex (of formula I or II). 
Group II, claim(s) 48, drawn to second product - an anti-viral composition. 
Group III, claim(s) 53, drawn to a method of inhibiting HIV. 

Group IV, claim(s) 81, drawn to a third product - an isolated complex (of formula I or II). 
Group V, claim(s) 136-145, drawn to a fourth product - an isolated compound. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-V do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding 
special technical features for the following reasons: The products of Groups I, II, IV, and V are 
distinct each from the other - i.e., as drafted, they do not reasonably share a special technical 
feature, each wih the other. Further, the method of group III lacks novelty (i.e., it is anticipated 
by prior art references)- see, e.g., Lambert, PNAS, 1996, vol. 93, pp-2186-2191. Thus the special 
technical feature which links the claims does not provide a contribution over the prior art (with 
respect to groups I, II, IV and V) so unity of invention is lacking. 
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This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: the numerous species encompassed by the instant claims- 
including as they pertain to formula I and II. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species (i.e., elect a 
particular species of complex/ compound having all variables defined therein- including with 
respect to formula I or II) to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. The reply must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, 
including any claims subsequently added.

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 

and/or 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph.
